The. echo of the Titanic disaster in 1912 
was a ery from all over the world for 
stricter laws to guard the safety of pas- 
sengers and crews at sea. 

Senator La Follette reintroduced his 
seamen's bill and !ncorporated in it com- 
plete safety at sea provisions, including 
not only for a sufficient number of life- 
boats but for their being manned by 
crews of able seamen. 

The owners of vessels, both transat- 
lantic and coastwise, combined in an at- 
tack upon the La Follette bill. It was 
passed by the senate, but the merchant 
marine and fisheries committee of the 
house rewrote it, making.it much less 
drastic. Senator La /Follette finally 
forced it into conferen¢e> from which it 


. 1. Sufficient lifeboats to accommodate 
every passenger and every member of 
the crew.

SEES GERMAN SUBMARINE 


New York, March 6.—The attack on

PEKING, March 6.—At the conference 
today between Japanese diplomats and 
statesmen of China the Chinese republic 
conceded an extension for a period of 
ninety-nine years of the present Japanese 
railroad system in Manchuria. 

The conference at which this conclusion 
was reached w one of a series inau- 
gurated some two months ago, imme- 
diately following the Japanese occupa- 
tion of Kiau-C aa the former German 
concession in Shantung province. At 
these conferences Japan has been dis- 
cussing its various demands made on 
the Chinese republic. 

China Has been cofitending for the re- 
-tention of a clause permitting it to re-

The Chinese authorities are reluctant to 
grant to Japan the requests it is insisting 
on concerning land ownership and trad- 
ing rights in China.

Cell Clean but Desolate. 

All night long I lay dreading to touch 
the coveriet of the bed, still 
dressed, for fear I might come in con- 
tact with a straw mattress which had 
beem there since time immemorial and 
fearing lest rats and cotkroaches and 
Worse Were all about the cell.

and France 26,131,000 bushels; Russia 
that year exported 96,868,000 bushels of 
wheat.

CONSTANTINOPLE, via London.

“ Yesterday evening the enemy’s fleet, 
under a strong fire, attempted to land 
troops at some points on the coasts near 
Seddil-Bahr and Kum Kaleh. out of 
range of our artillery. At first we let 
the enemy proceed, but later we replied 
to his fire. 

“Sixty enemy soldiers who ~disem- 
barked near Seddil-Bahr fied to ‘their 
slopes and retreated, leaving behind 
twenty dead and wounded. Four hundred 
enemy soldiers who came ashore near 
Kum Kaleh were driven away, losing some 
sixty dead and wounded. We lost six 
dead and twenty-five wounded in both 
fights. ; 

“ After yesterday's failure the enemy's 
fleet divided into several parts and bom- 
barded the open and undefended ports of 
Dekili; Sarmsak, and Availik, on the 
Aegean sea. \ 

“Two airmen who flew across the Gulf 
of Saros fell into the sea. The aeroplane 
disappeared in the water.”’ 


GERMAN INTERESTS WITH U.S. 
._ Washington, D. C., March 6.—Germany 
has asked the United States to care for 
its diplomatic interests In Constantinople 
should the allied forces occupy the capital 
of Turkey. 

Ambassador Morgenthau has been in-

That Percival G. Baldwin and Henry

There is only one hope now for those 
who may still coumt on giving the two 
senate seats to Democrats.

For: two days the Democratic 
majority of the subcommittees hearing 
the contests has been overruling those 
technical points, and it is expected the 
rest of them will be cast aside when 
taken up tomorrow and Tuesday. Then

“ To compete successfully with foreign 
nations we must secure for ourselvesany 
advantage that can be derived for the 
most-efficient exploitation of our national 
industries, fostered by constructive legis- 
lation at home and promoted by able 
commercial diplomacy abroed. We must 
guarantee to our citizens the same degree 
of protection as to life and property ac- 
corded to citizens of other nations by 
their governments. 

* The pusillanimity of our state depart- 
ment in this respect is too well known 
to need further criticism. It ie true that 
a sop was thrown out to public senti- 
ment by the Democratic administration 
in a measure to establish a government 
controlled merchant marine, but the bill 
advocated by the administration was so 
meretricious that it failed to pass despite 
the exercise of every kind of undue in- 
fluence on the part of President Wilson.

G. W. Creel Talks on Indus- 
trial Conditions Before 
Jewish Society. 


PRAISES CHICAGO FIRM.

tory in America, George W. Creel, maga- 
zine writer and economist, declared yes- 
terday. Mr. Creed has followed closely 
the work of the federal industrial com- 
mission. He spoke yesterday before the 
Young Men's Associated Jewish charities 
on the causes of industrial unrest. He 
serted that conditions are the result of 
a ht for power between labor and em- 
ployers. 
“The solution of the problem may come 
from Chicago -despite deplorable labor 
conditions here,"’ he said. ‘ In your pack- 
ing houses eleven yeare ago 38 per cent 
of the employés geceived less than 18 
cents an hour. Today these same cor- 
poratione are paying 68 per cent of their 
employés less than 18 cents an hour. 
“Through its system of arbitration 


admission of the principle of collective 
bargaining, Joseph Schaffner hae evoived 
a great plan,”’ Mr. Creel said. ‘‘ He has 
made it possible for the worker to geta 
fair hearing when he has a complaint.” 


Labor Oppression Charged. 
Mr. Creel believes that industrial un- 
rest is the psychological result of the op- 
pression of the working man. 
“Tt is significant,”” he said, “ that the 
latest of our big strikes have been in un- 
organized labor. In Colorado, for in- 
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were union members. And yet the charge 
was made that the strike was fomented 
by labor organizers from Indianapolis. 
It ie a vicious lie.” 

Mr. Creel insisted that the laboring 
classes were in revolt against the con- 
trol of the churches, the schools, the 
press, and the courts by the capitalists.

“In a sermon circulated by the inter- 
ests behind the operators of Colorado 
mines, delivered by the Rev. Mr. N. 
Dwight Hillis and called ‘ A Sermon for 
Young Men,’ the statement is made that 
the social unrest In Colorado was caused 
by a quarrel over wages. That statement 
is a Hie, pure and simple, as are most of 
the othersinft. . | 

“The cause of the unrest in Colorado 
was the refusal of the operators to alle- 
viate the unbearable conditions brought 
about by the failure of the mine owners to 
obey the state laws for ten years past.”

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MURPHY, GUILTY 
OF MURDER, GOES 
TO PENITENTIARY 


Gunman Gets from One Year to 
Life for the Slaying of 
Robert Koch. 


For the next year—possibly for the rest | 
of its owner's life—John Murphy's trig- 
ger finger will not have to be reckoned 
with as a factor in Chicago gunman wars. 

Murphy, who shot and killed Robert 
Koch in the “‘ Countess " Predosa'’s room- 
ing house at 2950 Calumet avenue last 
November, was found guilty of man- 
slaughter late yesterday by the jury ip 
Judge Petit’s court. He got an indeter- 
minate sentence of from one year to life. 

Leo McQuade, Koch's roommate, who 
was on trial with Murphy, was acquitted. 
In his testimony Murphy had exonerated 
his fellow defendant, testifying that Mc- 
Quade had fied from the room when the 

first shot was fired. 


Linked with Barry Murder. 

A direct connection was traced between 
the Koch shooting and the murder of 
Jimmy Barry, a peddier. For this crime 
Clarence White, west side teaming con- 
tractor and gun fighter, is under Iindict- 
ment. The prosecution contended that 
Koch was killed to forestall impending 
revelations in the Barry case. 

That contention the defense twisted to 
its own purposes. Murphy, on the wit- 
ness stand, asserted that the Barry mur- 
der did have a bearing on the Koch kill- 
ing. 

“Tt was this way,” he said. “I wrote 
a letter to a man named Timothy Shee-

Louis. I told him I thonght it was Koch 
that croaked Barry and Piggy Taner.

Koch and McQuade. Koch said I wrote 
the letter and I said I didn't. He reached 
under the pillow.

McQuade 
beat it."’ ‘ 

It took the jury more than three hours 
to reach a verdict. Murphy's case was 
the first taken up. On the first ballot the 
jury stood 7 to 6 for conviction. When 
the second ballot was cast, after nearly 
two hours of argument, the jurors were 
unanimous for conviction. Only one bal- 
bot was needed in McQuade’s case.

New York, March 6—The United States 
receiving ship Maine, a vessel of 14,000 
tons, stationed at the Brooklyn navy yard, 
was ordered into the dry dock at the yard 
this afternoon after e vaive biew out 
which flooded the engine room. 

Pumps were put to work, but before the 
water could be gotten under control the 
engine room was flooded and the ship had 
a pronounced list. 

On board is a crew of about 300 men,

Diplomats Threaten to 
Quit Capitals Wait Ac- 
fion of U, S, 


HOPE OF SETTLEMENT. 


Washington, D. C., March 6.—{Special.] 
~The Mexican situation, while admittedly 
continuing grave, tonight is not without 
some evidences that a peaceful solution 
yet may be reached. 

A new disturbing factor developed with 
the receipt at the state department of 
informal advices to the effect that the 
foreign diplomatic corps in Mexico City 
is considering leaving the capital. 

Both Secretary Bryan and Counselor 
Lansing said that no formal report had 
been received from the American consular 
agents in Mexico confirming the reported 
intention of the foreign diplomats to with- 
draw. Messages received by foreign én- 


| voys here, however, stated that their col- 


leagues in Mexico City were desirous of 
leaving unless conditions in the Mexican 
capital speedily became more tolerable. 
It was intimated that action depends to 
some extent on what may be the course 
of the Americar government, 


Carranza May Heed Advice. 

As against this disturbing factor the 
state department received late today en- 
couraging advices indicating that Gen 
Carranza might heed representations of 
the United States and direct GenrObre- 
gon, commander in the capital, to per-| 
mit food and eupplies to reach Mexico 
City. 

Strong diplomatic pressure is being ex- 
erte? both on Gen. Obregon and on Gen. 
Carranza, who js in Vera Cruz, for 
amelioration of conditions in the capital, 
where famine threatens. Gen. Obregon 
is being urged to accept the proffered 
aid of an international relief, commit- 
tee, which raised $125,000 to buy food | 
and supplies for the needy, and to re- 
scind his order refusing transportation 
facilities to bring freight into the capital. 

On advices received from ‘Vera Cruz 
estate department officials based hopes 
that Carran will instruct Obregon to 
permit the relief committee to import 
foodstuffs into the capital. 


Diplomats Confer with Bryan. 
Some of the foreign diplomatists here 
conferred during the day on their dis- 
patches from Mexico City, and the uni- 
form opinion was that affairs there rap- 
idly are growing intolerable. Ambassa- 
dor Naon of Argentina held a long con- 
ference with Secretary Bryan. The Span- 
ish and French ambassadors and the 
Swedish minister also called on Mr. 
Bryan to discuss the situation. 

President Wilson discussed the situa- 
tion with Mr. Bryan, but pending the 
outcome of the representations with Car- 
ranza no further step has been planned. 

The outbreak of an epidemic of small- 
pox at Tampico was reported to the state 
department. Twenty-nine cases are now 
in the hospital. Within the last three 
days eight deaths have occurred. With 
the expected attack on Tampico by the 


| Villa forces, and the arrival of thou- 


sands of Carranza reinforcements, con- 
ditions in the seaport are becoming al- 
most as uncomfortable for the foreign 
colony as in Mexico City. 


Illinois Man Near Death. 

Galesburg, Ill, March 6.—[Special.J— 
Charles J. Shannon of this city in a let- 
ter to relatives here says last Monday he 
narrowly escaped execution at the hands 
of Mexican revolutionists at Juarez. He 
went from El Paso to Juarez to mail cards 
to friends here, wes taken captive, thrown 
into jail, tortured, despolled of hig clothes 
and valuables, and told that he would be 
executed. 

He managed to smuggle a note to El 
Paso, am his release followed a per- 
emptory demand by the United States 
authorities. Shannon's eyesight was bad- 
ly injured during the ordeal. He says 
that two others confined with him were 
ordered executed. 


American Woman Tells Hardships. 

St. Louis, Mo., March 6—* Half the 
population are out of work, many per- 
sons are dying of hunger, and many 
others are committing suicide rather 
than face starvation,’’ states a letter 
written In Mexico City Feb. 24 and re- 
ceived here today. The letter was writ- 
ten by a2 woman who until recently was 
secretary to the president of an Ameri- 
can concern in Mexico City. It continues: 

“T have not eaten of bread for three 
@ays and cannot get flour to make it. 
Most of the people here have to stand 
whatever happens, as they have no 
money.” 

Many Priests Are Imprisoned. 

New Orleans, La. March 6.—Three hun-

Banker En ds Life 
on Wife’s Grave; 
Patrons in Panic 


Italian Institution Guard- 
ed by Police After 
Finding of Body. - 


The body of Ignazzion Meccia, a mem- 
ber of the firm of Meccia & Manno, Ifalian 
bankers and steamship agents at 515 
West Oak street, was found upon his 
wife’s grave in Mount Carmel cemetery 
yesterday. The discovery of Meccia's 
body followed an ali night's search for 
him by the police after an appeal had 
been made by the banker's family when 
he did not return to his home at 3861 
North Hamlin avenue. 

A revolver was found néar Meccia’s 
body. A bullet entered under his chin 
and passed out at the top of his head. 
Grief over the death of his wife a year 
ago is thought by relatives to have been 
the cause of the banker's suicide. He 
was left with six small children. 


Writes Letter to Glenson. 

Meccia sent a letter to Chief of Police 
Gleason naming @ man and his family as 
the cause of the suicide. This man could 
not be located last night and his naime js 
not used because he has been given no 
chance of making a reply to the charge. 
} In the letter Meccia said: | 

‘For the last seven years I have been 
unable to balance my accounts and have 
been unable to locate many documents, 
and I cannot locate the money. If the 
law cannot handle this may God damn 
them.” | 

Ignatz Manno, Meccia’s partner, late 
last night appealed to the Irving Park 
police ‘for a bodyguard. He said that 
depositors of the bank had called him by 
telephone and threatened his life. Patrol- 
man Larson was detailed to watch Man- 
no's home at 4046 North Parkside avenue. 


Rush on the Bank. 

As soon as the news passed about the 
Italian settlement in the neighborhood 
of the bank that Meccia had been found 
dead, there was a rush of depositors to 
obtain their money from the bank. A 
squad .of sixteen police was sent to the 
bank by Capt. Samuel Collins of the Chi- 
cago avenue station. 

Late in the afternoon the following sign 
was hung in the front window of the 
bank: ; 


BANK CLOSED ON ACCOUNT OF 
DEATH OF MR. MECCIA. 
{ILL BE OPENED IN A FEW 
DAYS. 


This had a reassuring effect on the 
crowd of depositors which had surround- 
ed the bank all day. 


Bank Also Postal Station. 

The bank also acted as a postal sub- 
station. Acting upon the direction of Jo- 
seph Natter, auditor of the Chicago post- 
Office, the mail on hand and the other 
property of the government was moved to 
the Chicago avenue distributing station. 

Meccia and Manno have operated the 
bank at the Oak street address for eleven 
years. It was said to be one of the lead- 
ing institutions among Italians. 

Manno refused last night to give a state- 
ment of the condition of the bank other 
than to say he did not think Meccia’s sui- 
cide had anything to do with the bank's 
affairs. He declined to tell the number of 
depositors or amount of deposits. 


Treasurer of Italian Societies. 

It wae said Meccia in addition to his 
banking business has for a number of 
years acted as treasurer of several Ital- 
ian fraternal and social organizations. It 
was thought the amount of money he had 
on hand from these societies would run 
into thousands. 

Meccia left the bank Frifay night at 
about 4 o’clock. When he did not arrive 
at home at 7 o’clock one of his children 
called his nephew, Joseph Anzelino, who 
works at the bank. He informed the chil- 
dren their father had left the bank as 
usual for home and aaid he thought he 
would be there soon. 

When Meccia did not come home at 11 
o'clock Anzelino asked the Chicago ave- 
nue policé to help locate him. The bank- 
er, according to Anzelino, frequently car- 
ried large sums of money with him and 
it was feared he had met with an acci- 


dent.

WAR DEFINITION GIVEN 


BY OSCAR KING DAVIS. 

“ War’ means an invasion or appre- 
hended invasion, or attack or apprehend4- 
ed attack on the dominion of New Zea 
land, or any part th , by an enemy 
or armed force." 

That is the official definition of what 
constitutes war for New Zealand, as duly 
set forth in the closing paragraph of gec- 
tion 2 of the defense act of that dominion. 
Having enacted that definition, the par- 
liament that framed it went ahead to: 
‘make provision for what the colony 
should do to meet the emergency if {t 
should arise. 

That definition of war comes very close 
to hitting exactly what the average 
American has in mind when he begins to 
think or talk about the preparedness of 
this country for war. 

We do not think or talk about Bemg 
prepared to invade any other countgy, 
and we have no desire to undertake such 
an invasion. | ‘ 

However, most of us do desire to be 
well and thoroughly prepared to resist 
successfully any attempt by any other 
power on earth to make an invasion of 
ouP territory. 

Beyond America’s Necessity, 

The provisions for war made by the 
New Zealand parliament come very close 
to realizing the ideals of the most ad@- 
vanced advocates of that kind of Ameri- 
can preparedness. In fact, owing to its 
small population, New Zealand goes con- 
siderably beyond what would be necés- 


1| sary in this country. It proceeds upon & 


principle which, although recognized by 
implication in our constitution and by 
specific provision in some of our statutes, 
has never been put into actual practice 
in the United States, except in partin the 
civil war. . 

When the average American speaks or 
thinks of the possibility of war for this 
country there is nothing farther from 
his mind, as a rule, than the idea of the 
United States deliberately initiating wer 
upon some other nation. 


No Motive: of Aggression. 
Upon one point of mil ‘ary policy there 
is practically complete unanimity in the. 
United States. The American people 
agree that we are not actuated in any de- 
gree by motives of aggression. Our bor- 
ders are wide enough, and there is 


’ 


sions beyond them that we covet. 

The only expansion we desire is com- 
mercial. It is true that wars do arise 
out of the conflicting efforts of competing 
nations for commercial supremacy. But 
not a corporal’s guard could be raised in 
this ceuntry to wage an aggressive war 
the avowed purpose of which was com- 
mercial expansion, and if that were the 
ulterior motive of the men in control of 
the government it would have to be 
mighty weli concealed to escape being 
ferreted out and exposed, with conse- 
quent disruption of their plans. . 


Many Divergent Views. 
There is another point of military poliey 
on which the people of the United. States 
are practically agreed, so far as public 
profession of belief goes. That is the 
point of adequate defense. 

However, when it comes to transpilent- 
ing profession into action, when it is 
proposed to give a practical definition of 
“ adequate defense "’ that shall apply to 
the entire country, and when something 
more than mere lip loyalty to that profesa- 
sion is demanded, a different situation 
at once arises. Then ft immediately be- 
comes apparent that the ostensible una- 
nimity is really an irreconcilable com- 
posite of many radically divergent views, 

The man who wants and is willing to 
help pay for a big army and a big navy 
is no more firm in his declaration that 
only adequate defense is his object than 
is many a man who firmly believes that 
“adequate defense" is merely psycho- 
logical; that it is only rightly found ina 
high moral attitude, and that neither 
army nor navy is really requisite to itg 
attainment. 


Australia Takes Action. 

At the same time that New Zealand 
was adopting the statute from which this 
definition of war is quoted, the parliament 
of the neighboring Australian federation 
was adopting a measure for the same 
purpose, identical in principle and closely. 
gimilar in outline. Eveén in detalis many 
provisions are virtually the same, and 
for all practical purposes, so far as their 
application to this country is concerned 
and their value as a lesson to the United 
States, the two systems may be con- 
sidered as one. 

There is a striking similarity of cir- 
cumstance and conditions in Australia 
and New Zealand also, which gives spe- 
cial weight to the application of their 
military policy to our situation. 

it is a fact that in the United States op- 
position to military preparedness and to 
military service has found large and 
growing support In the ranks of organized 
labor. Rightly or wrongly the labor 
leaders have believed that military 
strength, especially that of the state 
militia, is used to the detriment and even 
oppression of their organizations and 
their membership. 

To some extent labor headers have made 
propaganda against the support of mili- 
tary forces or institutions by members of 
their organizations.

It is a fact of great significance, there- 
fore, that it is in these two countries 


. Which have given practical effect to their 


advanced social ideas that such a great 


_gtep in the military preparations of the 


people for territorial defense should have 


“been taken. 


It remains to be seen whether or not 
the example of the antipodes wili be re- 
garded as worthy of imitation by the 
labor interests of this country and, if not, 


what arguments will be devised here 


against.it. . 
Defense Acts’ Basis. 
The defense acts of both Australia and 


- New Zealand are based upon the proposi- 


tion that every male citizen of those coun- 
tries owes them military service. 

The laws seek to make sure that such 
service shall be efficient, and to that 
purpose there is established in each 
colony a system of training which begins 
with the schoolboys and follows them into 
manhood. 

Except for certain obvious exemptions, 
which are statutory, every boy in Aus- 
tralia or New Zealand who is physically 
fit begins to receive military training 
and instruction at the age of 12 years. 

This training and instruction continues 
and increases year by year during a period 
of possibly eighteen years, or until the 
boy has become a man of 30. 

There is a way—one way—for him to 


| escape the full training during the later 


years of this period. That way is by 
proving that he does not need it. That 
proof is made by becoming efficient. 
' Each Man Classified. 
At the close of each year’s instruction 


| there is an official inspection at which 


every man is classified by the inspector 
as “efficient” or “ nonefficient.”’ 
_In New Zealand a man who has been 
classed as “efficient "’ for three consecu- 
‘tive years moves out of the training 
section into the reserve, and thereafter 
has only two muster parades a year to 
attend. 3 

In Australia a man must have a larger 


"“humber of “ efficients” to his credit to 


be exempted from further training. The 
_Australian must have eleven such rat- 


- Ings, but in his case the rating begins 


in tne ieeettiiabthe times terrond 
on his proclamation may call the militia 
into active service in time of war. 

The militia is not required to serve be- 
yond the territory of the dominion, how- 
ever, unless it volunteers to do so. — 
Enlistment in the permanent ané terri- 
torial forces is voluntary, but all able- 
bodied men are enrolled in the militia. 


Exempt from Militia Service. 
Of vourse the permanent and territorial 
forces are not counted in this enrollment, | 
and.there are other exemptions, including 
judges and members of the executive 
council and general assembly, secreta- 
ries and undersecretaries of the general 
government, telegraph clerks, postmas- 
ters, mail carriers and ferrymen, railway 
men, customs men, clergymen, sheriffs 
and constables, doctors of medicine, war- 
dens and keepers of prisons and asylums, 
and all school teachers who are actually 
employed, as well, of course, as the phys- 
ically unfit. 

These exemptions cover service in the 
militia or the regular forces. They do 
not exempt from the general obligation 
to undergo military training. That be- 
gins for every boy on the first day of Feb- | 


themselves and their surroundings clean 


and in proper sanitary condition. 

Such training makes boys not only 
proficient for military service but self- 
reliant and competent to meet the de- 
mands of civil life, and is a positive bene- 
fit to them all from every point of view. 


' To give the boys of the United States 
six years of training in the regular disci- 


pline of military exercise, six years of 
setting up and @rill, and the good, sound 
open air work of camp life would pro- 
duce a tremendous result in the upbuild- 


Ing of physical manhood in this country. 


| Must Be Physically Fit. 
Of course, only those senior cadets who 
are fund physically fit are drafted into 


the militia. 


There is an inspéction at the close of 
each year of training. At that inspec- 
tion all the senior cadets who become 


18 years of age in that year receive a 


special examination by the medical offi- 


cers and are rated as fit, conditionally 
fit, temporarily unfit, unfit, or “* not sub- 


stantially of European origin or descent, 


or belonging to a religious organization 
whose doctrines forbid military service.” 


It is noteworthy that adherence to a

. The training of the junior cadets is under. 
the supervision of the minister of educa- 
tion; that of the senior cadetsand general 
training section under the minister of de- 
fense. The junior cadets are organized 
into military companies with noncommis- 
sioned officers appointed from their own 
number, and with commissioned officers 
selected from among their teachers, or 
from the general training section, or re- 
serve. ‘t is by rendering this training 
service that the school teachers win their 
exemption from service in the militia. 


Time Minimum for Juniors. 
An annual minimum of fifty-two hours 
of training is prescribed for the junior 
cadets. It may be extended by the min- 
ister of education, who may require at-

Neither Australia nor New Zealand 
ts hampered by the constitutional re- 
strictions upon the organization or use 
of the militia that have always operated 
in this country to prevent the develop- 
ment cf high-grace efficiency in that 
‘branch of our national defense service. 
Each is at liberty to onsider the interests 
of the colony as a whole, without defer- 
‘ring to the political peculiarities of the 
separate units of which it is composed. 

Consequently each is able to adopt a 
militia system based upon a centralized 
authority wihch focuses responsibility 
and makes for efficiency. 


New Zealand Plan. 


The powers granted to the governor 


or New Zealand by its defense act would

First Line of Militia. | 
New Zealand holds its men in the first 
line of the militia longer than does Aus- 
tralia, which has nearly five times the 
population of its neighbor. The Austra- 
lian period of service is from 18 to 26 
years of age, while that of New Zealand 
runs on until a man has reached 80 years. 
But in New Zealand three consecutive 
“ efficients " at annual inspection send a 
from the militia to the reserve, 
eateoeh it takes séven, consecutive effi- 
cients to secure that result in Australia. 
Even then they must follow four effi- 
cients secured in senior cadet service. 
The young Australian who reaches the 
age of 26 with less than eleven efficients 
marked down in his military record book 
must go right on training with the militia’ 
until he secures that number. No map 
goes into the reserve in either colony until 
he is officially pronounced proficient. 
Liability to military service in time of 
war continues until a man has reached 
the age of 55 years. 


Three Classes in Militia. 

The militia is divided into three classes. 
The first is composed of unmarried men 
from 18 to 30 years of age. Class 2 con- 
sists of married men between 18 and 30 
and unmarried men between 80 and 40. 
Class 3 is composed of married men be- 
tween the ages of 30 and 55 and unmar-~- 
ried men between 40 and 55. The militia 
is called into service for war by classes 
in order of their number. 

Two provisions of the New Zealand de- 
fense act are specially noteworthy. To 
put the new scheme into effect required at 
the outset a complete registration of all 
the men and boys of the dominion. 

To insure the registration of every man 
and his sons the act provided that failure 
to register forfeited the right of a man 
to enroll as an elector and to hold any 
position in the government service. 
Thereafter when a man came to register 
for an election, if he could not show that 
he had registered under the defense act 
he could not be enrolled. Practically he 
had lost his suffrage. 

In this country a provision of that kind 
would serve sooner or later to get pretty 
nearly all the men and most of the suf- 
fragists. 


Liable to Punishment. 

The other provision referred to concerns 
enrollment in the militia. Failure to re- 
spond to that duty or to appear for train- 
ing when enrolled is held to be desertion 
or absence without leave, as the case 
may be, and is liable to punishment as 
such under the military procedure. 

Employers must not interfere with em- 
ployés to prevent the performance of 
training or other military duty and are 
specifically prohibited from dismissing 
employés or reducing their wages be- 
cause of their connection with the militia. 
If any employé is penalized the burden of 
proof is put on the employer to show 
that it was for some other reason than 
connection with the militia. . 

No intoxicating liquor is dllowed in any 
military canteen or upon any training 
ground or in any training camp. Strin- 
gent provisions are made regarding the 
care of public property, arms, accouter- 
ments, and equipage, with severe penal- 
ties for misuse, loss, or sale. A schedule 
of pensions’is fixed, allowances to be 
granted by the governor. 


Force for Defense. 

- With a population of 4,500,000, Austra- 
lia will have about 700,000 senior cadets 
and approximately 130,000 militiamen be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 25. It will have 
another 100,000 junior cadets receiving 
preliminary training. New Zealand, with 
a population of about 1,000,000, will ulti- 
mately have a trained and dependable 
force of more than 100,000 men for the 
erritorial defense. 

The expense of this preparation com- 
pared with the military expenditures of 
the United States, expenditures which, 
7 however great in amount, have never 
served to provide an adequate national 
defense, is barely large enough to merit 
another description then trifling.

“OUR COUNTRY, RIGHT OR WRONG.” 

Citizenship’s spiritual aspect is patriotism which 
cannot be skeptical or apprehenstve but must be 
ardent. It is an emotion which does not deny in- | 
telligence—is best guided by it. Nevertheless, it is 
an emotion, spiritualizing the mechanics and ma- 


terialism of citizenship which without it would be | 


an accident of geography or represent a mere 
choice of conditions promising comfort. 

Patriotism is an idealization of the bonds which 
hold many people together and give them common 
direction toward accomplishment. It must stand 
upon unity or it must strive for unity. A reserva- 
tion of the right to act individually upon individual 
judgment in all matters of national concern might 
be maintained im a land filled with people, but not 
in a nation composed of citizens. 

Here in the United States we may inquire if we 
have not been permitting our conception of a coun 
try to become one of an organization which mere 


ly disciplines our acts, which meddles with busi. 
ness or coddies business, which collects taxes and 
Wastes monay in pork barrel appropriations, an 
organization of congressmen and postmast*rs, poli. 
ticians and insincere rhetoricians, an organization 
which concerns us only when it annoys us anc 
which we indulge but do not respect. 

Decatur’s phrase, like a trumpet before Jericho, 
shatters that conception, and that is why it is much 
thought of by people to whom true patriotism is as 
high and ennobling a thing as the truést ethics. 
The ethical revulsion ftom the phrase“ right or 
wrong” does not lead to safe and vertain groun 
but to extremely unsafe ground. : i 

If “our country ” meant nothing more than the 
meehanics by which it operates, the machinery by 
whieh its work is done, the most profound emotion 
we should feel toward it would be a little less than 
what we know as civic pride, a feeble and unex- 
hilarating thing—a little less because in a city there 
is likelygto be at least a close community of inter- 
ests. . " 

It may be that the progress of humanity i 

toward an ideal of universal brotherhood which 
will eliminate national distinctions, national bound- 
aries, national aspirations, which will destroy the 
national ego, magnificent and inspiring as it is.

This is a commercial nation. It never has had a 
military caste nor a dominating code of military 
|precepts. Its aristocracy has sprung out of com- 
merce, i¢ constantly fed by commerce, and made 
by commerce. But from the bellhop who trades a 
pitcher of ice water for a dime to the malefactor 
of great wealth who trades his conscience for con- 
trol of a railroad, there never have been more beads 
of perspiration gathered on the American brow in 
pursuit of coin than have assembled on European 
foreheads in the same occupatio~#&. | 

We do not recall that, with the exception of 
slavery, thete is a period in our history which re- 
veals the United States in the exploitation of an- 
other people for the money they might have, and, 
curiously enough, the slave episode involves the 
least practical, the least commercial, and most sen- 
timental of our people. 

We do not believe any other nation ever treated 
people whom it had subordinated or overcome with 
greater consideration for their financial welfare, ever 
put fewer imposts upon them. — 

Europe will sell its great names, its treasures of 
art, ita"eolitiors and virtually everythipg it has for 
the dollar. The kettle is bound to be a bit puzzled 
by the contempt expressed by the pot. 


* OPERA IN WAR TIME. 

At a distance, and even by some elements here at 
home, the bankruptcy petition of the Chicago Opera 
company is likely to be misconstrued. The object 
of the company’s petition is to cut certain knots, 
clear up doubtful points raised by past contracts— 


| chief of which points is connected with the war 


clause of the singers’ contracts—and put out of the 
way obstacles to reorgauization. The company is 
not seeking to evade any legal or moral obligations. 
None of the donors is trying to recover, as “ cred- 
itor,” sums paid generously toward support of tue 
cause of operatic music. 

The matter with the Chicago Opera company .is 
not internal but external war. The great European 
conflict has upset art conditions along with all other 
conditions. In spite of the disastrous tour of the 
company last season a reorganization would probably 
have been effected this year, and the city would have 
had a bright and gracious season of opera had not a 
world war broken out last summer. True, there is 
opera in Vienna, Berlin, Paris, and London. ‘There 
is opera at Petrograd and Moscow, perhaps even at 
Warsaw. But it is well known that “ belligerent ” 
opera is largely prompted and maintained for the 
sake of the singers, musjcians, stage hands, scene 
painters, etc., who would starve if the opera houses 
were clesed indefinitely. In the darkest days ot the 
war Vienna was giving brilliant opera at half rates 
to packed houses. London editors and music critics 


| have been pleading with the public to attend opera 


and concerts “as usual” as a matter of charity to 
the performers. ie : 
Here in Chicago the opera question is a questton 
of effective demand and interest on the part of a 
group of music lovers of means. Opera must be 
endowed or subventioned : public subvention being as 
yet out of the question, private citizens of wealth 
must come to the rescue and cheerfully meet rather 
heavy deficits. The unfortunate experiment of the 
late New York Century opera in this city demon- 
strated once more that the general public wil] not 
rush to or jath opera houses from a sense of duty or 
patriotism. - Opera will not draw unless it is first 
rate. It is an esthetic luxury, and if Chicago wants 
this luxury we, shall have good opera next year re- 
rardiess of the formal bankruptcy proceedings.

Literal persons of ethical precisenese endeavor 
to base their arguments on extremes which are 
clear out of reason; but, inasmttch as they do, 
they make proper an argument which likewise goes 
beyond probability. One extreme is as warrant- 
able as the otlier. 

By an error or by determined policy the mech- 
anism of the country might commit it to an nider- 
taking which, although in error, being defeated 
might mean more than temporary injury, possiblv 
a disaster, to the country. “Ovr country.” if it 
means anything to patriotic c‘tizens, represents an 
instrument for the betterment of humanity. A 
disaster to it would mean disaster to their ideals. 
To support their country they follow the govern- 
ment of it through a project which could not win 
their support if it were not for the emergency 
invélving the country itself. | 

Opportunity for the betterment and correction of 
government agencies is offered in times when 
there is no stress, no pressure of circumstance or 
exigency upon the nation as a whole. The time

Fleet Lord Fisher was 
summoned from his 
well earned retirement. 
in his seventy-second 
year, to supersede Ad- 
miral Prince Louis of 
Battenberg as Grst sea 
lord of the miralty, 
in deference to popular 
sentiment, I intimated 
in these letters that 
there was not room in 
the great marine de- 
partment at Whitehall 
for two such masterful 
men’ as himself and 
Winston Churchill. This has turned out to be 
the case. r 

Winston @hurchill’s office ts not thoroughly un- 
defstood, even in England. He does not possess 
the executive powers at the admiralty which he 
enjoyed as secretary of state for the home depart- 
ment, Formerly the executive head of the navy 
was the lord high admiral. This office has been 
in abeyance eince the reign of George IV., when 
a commission or board was formed to fulfill the 
duties of the lord high admiral. 


The board was composed of a first lord, who 
hitherto always has been a eivilian with a seat 
in the house of commons, where he speaks in the 
name of the navy, and who acts as chairman of 
the board; also of four sea lords, the senior in 
rrank being now Admiral of the Fleet Lord 
Fisher, Then there are two civil lords, who rank 
after the sea lords, and who concern themselves 
with the civil duties of the administration. Be- 
sides ‘these, there is a financial secretary, who 
always has a seat in parliament, and who acts 
as assistant there to the first lord, 


Strictly speaking, the executive of the navy is 
vested in this commission or board collectively, it 
being thoroughly understood that the profes- 
sipnal matters, such as the direction of,naval 
maneuvers in peace and strategic operations and‘ 
dispositions of the fleet in times of war, should. 
be left entirely to the first aea lord, assisted b 
the other sea lords. ;

It is 
much the most widespreed form of drug 
addiction. Some people are certain that 
coffee is of service to them. Some are 
equally certain that it harms them. 
Many are much interested, though they 
are in doubt whether it benefits or harms 
them. The largest number enjoy their 
cup of coffee, and they care not at all 
whether it harms them. From the stand- 
point of individual hygiene the coffee 
question is worth while. -

The only approximately acourate fig- 
ures on the use of coffee we have are 
those for the United States, the countries 
of western Europe, and Australia. The 
people. of Holland in normal times use 
about fifteen pounds of coffee per capita 
a year. Norway and Sweden follow, each 
using about fourteen pounds.

While this may prove of great per- 
sonal and political advantage to Winston Church- 
ill, it is doubtful whether it would be to the ben 
efit of India.

The possession of India is indispensable to the 
power, the prosperity, and the grandeur of the 
British empire. For a hundred years or more its 
dusky population of over 300,000,000 has been 
governed by a ridiculously small but picked body 
of English officials, with the help of about 70,000 
white troops; that is to say, a mere handful of 
men compared with the size of the population of 
India. ; 

At the head of the British officials in India ts 
the viceroy, who represents the king-emperor, 
and to whom all the native rulers of India are 
compelled to defer as if he were the Kaisr-i-Hind. 
It is therefore imperative that he should be a 
man of the greatest tact and dignity, of the 
most delicate courtesy, with a profound regard 
for the feelings of others, and, in particular, a 
marked consideration for native customs, ‘radl- 
tions, ethics, caste, and prejudices.

But Winston Churchill is extremely impulsive, 
both in speech and in manner, and has always 
lacked tact. At Delhi, which has now taken the 
place of Calcutta as the capital of the Indtan 
empire, and at Simla, he would be like the 
proverbial bull in the. china shop, and might, as 
viceroy, work irreparable harm to the interests of 
England in India; that, too, at the most critical 
moment of the history of Great Britain. 


One can readily appreciate the necessity of

As everything is virtually paid for by the 
Indian treasury, from the highest member of his 
staff down to the lowliest member of his house- 
hold, the viceroy can, if. he wishes, save the 
greater part of his salary. While some governors 
general have even exceeded their emoluments, 
others have retired from the post with a nest egg 
sufficiently large to assure to them a competence 
for the remainder of their days. 


Then, too, Winston Churchill would, as vicerof, 
receive a peerage, and might, like Lord Curzon, 
insist on having an Irish barony, which would 


enable him to return to the house of commons on 
the completion of his term in India, ‘

Some of the peoples use tea instead of f 


coffee. Probably the Chinese and Indiane 
are the most inveterate tea drinkers, but 
there is no way of knowing the per capita 
use of the drink by these peoples. The 
New Zealanders, Australians, and na- 
tions composing the United Kingdom are 
the heaviest users of tea. They consume 
more than 65 pounds per person. The 
Canadians use 4.3 pounds; Hollanders, 
1.45 pounds; Russians 94 pound; Amer- 
can, .88; Germans, .i1; and French, 06. 
Tea contains about twice as much caf- 
fein as does coffee. By multiplying the 
per capita amount of tea by two and add- 
ing it to the pounds of coffee, we get a 
fair idea of the relative use of caffein

We find that the Hollanders lead with 
seventeen pounds. They are followed by 
the Swedes anc Norwegians. Next comes 
a group composed of the people of the 
United States, the British, including Ene- 
lish, Scotch, and Irish, and the Austra- 
Hans. Their rate of consumpion is around 
fourteen pounds. The Canadians use 
nine and six-tenths pounds. The Ger- 
mans usé about seven, and the Russians 
about four.

Legend tell us that the Chinese used 
tea 3,000 years before the birth of Christ. 
RLuropeans began to use it in the sixteenth 
century. In the seventeenth century its 
use in England was fairly well estab- 
lished. By the eighteenth centufy the 
English people were using it at one- 
third the per capita rate now prevailing. 

For centuries governments have always 
exerted themselves to promote the traffic 
ir. tea. During the 5,000 years prior to 
the time when trading and plantation 
companies, backed by government grants, 
strove to develop the planting and mer- 
crandising of tea, its use as a beverage 
seems to have been limited to rather a 
small part of the Chinese people. 

On the other hand, coffee has had its 
troubles. The légend is that the use of 
coffee was discovered in Abyssinia. A 
flock of sheep which fed on coffee berries 
was wakeful and restless at night. After 
a while these coffee jags attracted the 
attention of one shepherd after another, 
and presently some of them investigated 
the cause anc tried the berry. 

The Arabians began the use of coffee 
before the fifth century. Its use was 
becoming so general in the time of Ma- 
homet that the Koran prohibited its use.

Hollingsworth, who in 1912 published 
the best study of the effects of caffein 
which has come to my attention, says 
that the average cupful of hot tea (five 
fluid ounces) contains one and five-tenths 
grains of caffein. Anafter dinner cup of 
black coffee (two fluid ounces) contains 
one and five-tenths grains of caffein. An 
average giass of iced tea contains two 
grains of caffein. Anaverage cup of good 
coffee and milk (three ounces of coffee 
and two ounces of milk) contains twoand_ 
five-tenths grains of caffein. 

Prof. Hollingsworth's study was made 
on a ‘*‘ poison’ squad of sixteen people, 
The test lasted forty days. Its purpose 
was to find whether moderate doses of 
caffein had a good or bad effect on per- 
sons who took it, 

Generally speaking, he gave doses of 
less than six grains a day. Let us say 
that most of his subjects took less than 
three cups of coffee a day. His conclu- 
sions, therefore, apply to people who take 
two cups of coffee a day. 

When more than six grains a day was 
the dose the subjects were harmed. He 
did not study the subject of the pro- 
longed use of coffee nor its effects on di- 
gestion.

These studies prove that a man can tn- 
crease the volume and the quality of the 
work, both mental and physical, by tak- 
ing one-half to.one oup of coffee a day. 
When he takes two large or three ordi- 
nary size cups of it, he improves some of 
his capacities but lessens others. 

The groups of people experimentéd on 
were not specially fatigued or tired. In 
this connection itis well to recall the ex- 
periments by Rivers, which prove that, 
when a man is fatigued, coffee will in- 
crease his capacity for work either mental 
ar physical.

However, this is only one side of the 
question. Various other phases are of 
some importance. A great many people 
are interested in knowing the effect of 
coffee on sleep. Hollingsworth came to 
the conclusion that the sleep of the aver- 
age person was not disturbed by taking 
one to four grains of caffein (one-half to 
one large cup and one-half of coffee) a 
Gay. Some of the people experimented 
upon slept poorly from even that quan- 
tity. When one cup of coffee a day was 
taken for several days sleep was dis- 
turbed on the second or third day in cer- 
tain instances in which there had been no 
disturbance on the first day. 

Most of the people whé took six grains 


a day (a littke more than two large cups) 


slept poorly; in consequence, when the 
coffee was taken with the food, the harm- 
fui effect was much less than when it was 
taken alone. Fat people stood coffee bet- 
ier than thin ones. The morning cup of 
coffee did not disturb sleep so much as 
coffee taken later in the day.

One subject investigater by Hollings- 
worth was the influence of caffein on the 
general health. At the end of forty days 
of this test “ the subjects quite uniformly 
report improvement in health, spirits, and 
general efficiency. This is, perhaps, due 
to the regular régime of life followed 
during the forty days.”’ 

When we examine the reports of the 
individuals we find that some of them 
were definitely nervous at times, had 
headaches, palpitation, and indigestion. 
This rarely happened with a small daily 
ddse. Some form of disturbance was fre- 
quently noticed wher the daily dose 
equaled six grains a day. 

When we apply these results to the 
babitual use of coffee, we must bear sev- 
eral facts in mind: 

First, the work was done with pure 
caffein. A cup of coffee contains severa] 
other ingredients, some of which have 
physiological effects. ° : 

Second, when the caffein is translated 
into terms of cups of coffee the dosage 
used is not large. 

Third, the tests extended over forty 
days. Most of the people who want to 
know alout coffee havein mind the use of 
coffee for forty months or forty years. 

Fourth, the tests were, in the main, to 
determined whether coffee immediately 
increased mental and physica! power and 
whether there was sag within a few days. 

A little information was gained as to 
cumulative effects, headache, sleepless- 
ness, and one or two other inoidental 
questions of prolonged effects. The broad 
question of ultimate effects of prolonged 
use was snot inquired into.

Bearing these limitations in mind, the 
following conclusions seem justified by 
the work of Hollingsworth and that of 
Rivers so frequently quoted: 

1, Caffein in small doses (one to four 
grains) increases the quantity and quality 
of‘ mental and physical work. 

2. Caffein in larger doses (six grains 
and over) decreases the above capaci- 
ties as often as it increases them. 

$. Caffein increases the capacity for 
work of a tired brain or tired muscles. 

4. Caffein produces a sense of buoyancy 
and wellbeing. 

5. The stimulating effects of caffein are 
not followed by the depression which fol- 
lows the use of other drugs. 

6. The amount of caffein in one full cup 
of coffee does not produce sleeplessness 
or nervousness. Many took the amount 
in two cups without discomfort. Many 
were disturbed by two cups. When fe 
amount taken went beyond the amount 
of caffeitf in two full cups the majority 
were harmed by it. 

7. The effects of caffein are less in fat 
people than in thin ones. 

& The effects are much less when the 
drug is taken with food, 

9. The drug is somewhat slow in exert- 
ing its effect. Generally more than an 
hour was required. Often two or three 
hours passed before the effect was felt, 
and some of the effect commonly held 
over until the next day,

It may take years, or even decades, to bring the ideal to fulfillment; but 
this war has shown that when one power holds the hegemony of the seas the 
rights of all neutrals are injured and neutral trade placed at the most serious 
disadvantage. It is the old story of the strong despot dethroned by the com- 
bination of the many weak. . 

| All virtues, all powers, one sees, will be set in higher relief. Before the 
war no one imagined that Germany would not only gain an enormous initial 
aavantage but would hold it month after month, and when more than half a 
year had passed would still be warring in the enemies’ countries. Germany is 
so. much better organized, so much more efficient than the allies, that in spite 
of the fact that their populations outnumber its as three to one, it has been 
able to put in the front line as many soldiers as they can muster, and, Bel- 
gium and Serbia now being used up, Germany’s relative power probably has 
grown, rather than diminished; its comparative success, too, has almost cer- 
tainly increased its relative strength. 

The reputation of Germany has already grown out of all calculation., For 
a century or more to come it probably will be regarded as the mode! state, and 
its institutions will be imitated, its institutions copied, all the forms of it 
sped end assimilated, while the informing spirit of it may pass almest un- 
appreciated. The success of Germany is calculated to stereotype and fossilize 
German institutions and to relax rather than to quicken the inspiring genius. 
When we prove ourselves superior to our neighbors it is only natural that we 
should rest on accomplishment and seek to enjoy the fruits of our labors. 
Besides, German success in war is sure to be followed by an extraordinary 
growth of German industry and commerce, and nothing weakens moral fiber 
and mental effort so much as material prosperity. Let us consider, then, how 
Germany is likely to suffer from this slackening of “the will to surpass.”

Germany is a curious amalgam of a hierarchy framed and fitted for war, 
grafted on democratic institutions and inspired in civil life by an intensely 
democratic spirit of equality and willingness to work—a sort of despotism 
with strong socialistic tendencies. There can be no doubt that it is the des- 
potic side which has been strengthened by the war so far, just as the nominal 
socialism has been weakened. And this process is certain to continue and 
increase, even if Germany holds but its own in the war and makes a draw of It. 

National vanity will come into play, and the German Kiplings and New- 
bolts will all declare that no nation ever faced so formidable a combfhation 
of enemies Without flinching. German valor and German virtue will be lauded 
to the skies; in fact, everything German will have an added value and take on 
anew luster. The first consequences aré already showing themselves; the 
authority of the Hohenzollerns will be affirmed, the power of the military caste 
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inordinately strengthened; German socialism Will become critical rather than 
revolutionary; the reforming elements will all be weakened; German pride will 
appear to be a merit, and for some time the fighting strength of Germany will 
be increased. 

If Germany in the result holds a suserainty over Belgium and keeps con- 
trol of Antwerp its oversea commerce and its navy will increase by leaps and 
wupds. At once its rivalry with England will become the central fact of the 
new time, and a contest with England for the hegemony of the seas and ulti- 
mately for South Africa, as a field of colonization, is as certain as anything 
can be. 

Who will win in the desperate due] depends on the effect of the war on 
Great Britain, for it is surely obvious now to every one that Germany and 
England are the real rivals and foes. 

What Germany ought to do at ofice is to concinde peace With Russia and 
with France and address itself to the real conflict, with England. It would 
havé Gone that already if ite diplomacy had been at all equal to its fighting 
power. Clearly it is now its most pressing need. But is it possible? one will 
sak; England has been very clever in binding both Russia and France in a 
treaty not to conclude peace separately. What can Germany do to untie the 
allied bond? 

Bismarck would tell it to begin with Russia. The czar admires the kaiser; 
the Romanoffs are still More despotic than the Hohenzol s; in many re- 
spects, too, the needs of Russia and the ambitions of Russia resemble those of 
Germany. Russia wants to get to Constantinople, above all things, as Ger- 
many wants to keep Antwerp. Germany can give financial aid to Russia almost 
as freely 4s France has done, and if Russia demands territorial aggrandize- 
ment it Would pay Germany to. give it Galicia for the sake of an immediate 
peace. 

With Russia pacified, Germany could deal with France at once, It could 
offer to withdraw from French soil and even concede some Fyench communes 
in Lérraine, or else overwhelm France and everrun the whole country. France 
could not hesitate. It would conelude peace, and so Gefmany would at length 
come to hand grips with its real enemy.

' Pace to face with Engiand alone, Germany would quickly build a navy or 
at least submarines and airships enough to lame English commerce and send 
Up the price of food in Great Britain to famine height. But why do I assume 
that Germany will show morte initiative and forethought than England?

Already, had there teen any prevision or ordinary foresight in Great 
Britain. its statesmen would have established vast granaries and filled them 
with American corn and American canned meats. Germany has already taken 
Mtasures to protect its food supplies, and Germany’s need in this respect is 
Sot & tenth so pressing as Hngland’s need. But nothing will ever teach the 
English oligarchy or dissipate their pleasure sodden dream of perpetual para- 
fitical enjoyment except defeat in war. They have always “ muddled through,” 
Smmehow or other, and it is easier to go on from day to day, and from hand to 
méuth, than to think and, by thinking, aveid catastrophe and prepare triumph. 

The great trinity of Asquith, Churchill, and Kitchener may be trusted to 
huddle sleepily along till they are awakened by a sudden terrifying rise in 
the price of bread and by the gfowl of revolt from the East End, hunger sup- 
dying courage. One-third of England's population is always on the verge of 
Marvation, as Booth proved; this is England's desperate weakness. Half a 
deteh bread ships captured by the Germans or sunk by their submarines, and 
Ragland would have to pay at once for the callous selfishness of its rich, the 
Wfription of ite judiciary, the inhuman shortsightedness of its politicians. 
There would either be a social revolution in England or it would accept defeat, 
hand Germany its sea scepter, and sink to the level of another Holland. Its 
Cligarchy—its Roseberys and Sutherlands, its Manchesters, Rutlands, Norfolks, 
ad Bedfords—might iti their hearts prefer this latter alternative; but the 
English people are a proud and struggle loving people; once “up against it,” 
they may be trusted to get rid of their snobbishness, make short work of their

| OWEVER unnaturai it may seem, 


the effect of the war on life in 

Vienna has been to make it, lf any- 

thing, rather more lively than 

ever. This is brought about chiefly 
by the streams of Galician refugees who 
poured in from all parts of the occupied 
districts, Many of these refugees being 
people of wealth who have nothing else 
to do new but te spend their money. _ 
_ The poor refugees are helped by public 
funds, as also are a large number of the 
people of Vienna who have lost their 
means of livelihood through the yar. 
The central bureau has received about 
3,500,000 crowns (£140,000) for relief pur- 
poses, 80 that there is no real poverty 
to be seen in the town. But the wealthy 
Galicians never had such an opportunity 
to spend their money agreeably, and every 
night in the Graban café one can see the 
Polish ladies tn their fur trimmed gowns 
thoroughly enjoying the entertainments 
of the capital. 

There is an exhibition of paintings going 
on composed exclusively of pictures of 
the Emperor Francis Joseph, and the 
Kapuziner Gruft—the imperial mauso- 
leum—remains open to visitors as usual. 
These two patriotic attractions are about 
all that there is at the moment to satisfy 
the art craving of the people of Vienna. 
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In the streets collecting boxes are set 
up into which the public can drop c!garets, 
hewspapers, and other comforts for the 
troops. Men called to the colors wear in 
their caps.the gay bunches of artificial 
flowers which are traditional with con- 
scripts. The Austrian field uniform is of 
a gray less greenish than the German. 
Besides the flowers many decorate them- 
selves With little fags. ‘The public lavish 
cigars and cigarets upon them and they 
generally seem to be in the best of spirits. 

In the Prater é¢verything speaks of the 
state of war. The vast exhibition fleld 
has been transformed into a great camp 
for convalescent soldiers. The Rotunde, 
a relic of the world’s fair of 1873, has be- 
come a huge hospital. In the popular 
Wurstel Prater the buildings used for 
public entertainments, which are usually 
shut up in the winter, are used as depots 
for the equipment of newly formed con- 
tingents., 

Subjects of enemy states still move 
about freely in Vienna. As compared 
with Berlin,one hears much less talk of 
“ spionitis,”” much less talk about the 
war as a whole, and much less of the bit- 
terness against England. Vienna is still 
a city of a mixed cosmopolitan population, 
and above all, there remains the unmis- 
takable French stamp on many things. 
The Vienneewe in conversation still use 
many foreign words, but in public notices 
and signs one sees evidence of the same 
puristic craze as rages in Germany. 

Opinions on the campaign for the patri- 
otic reform of the language are by ne 
means unanimous. The writing of menus 
in German is generally applauded, and 
the movement to abolish the word 
“adieu” in favor of a German formula 
of farewell has wide support. On many 
of the shop doors one sees a sign recom- 
mending the change. But al! except the 
extremists say frankly that !t would be 
a folly, by which Austria herself would 
be the only loser, to prune everything 
which has a foreign color out of the life 
and language. 

It has been rather the fashion to give 
hotels and restaurants foreign names, 
and many are now being rechristened. 
In Vienna the old Tabarin has become 
the Ballhaus. Maxims is now the Para- 
dies Girtl. Im Munich I stayed, at a 
hotel which had given upits “ gramfleur ” 
as a sacrifice to the father'and, the 
“Grand” having been conscientiously 
painted over everywhere. 

As for the Germanization ef feminine 
fashions, in which it is proposed to shake 
off the domination of Paris, the results, 
so far, seem to have been only indiffer- 
ently satisfactory. A Viennese lady of 
taste who saw the first picture of the new 
styles in a Berlin paper, said that they 
looked like the illustrations in a comic 
weekly. 
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At the two famous Vienna theaters, the 
Hof Burgtheater and the Hof Opern the- 
ater, the prices of admission have been 
reduced so that the best seats only cost 
6 crowns—about 5s—the salaries of per- 
formers having been correspondingly re- 
duced at the same time. Performances 
are only given on three nights a week at 
each, the two alternating; and then the 
houses are kept crowded at every per- 
“formance. I heard Blectra at the Opern 
house, On that occasion the steh-per- 
terre, that typically Viennese institution, 
a sort of seatless pit below the royal box, 
was crowded with young officers. 

The better theaters are not given up 
to the so-called patriotic plays, and even 
at the vaudeville one does not see much 
of them, At the Lustspieitheater, in the 
Volks Prater, is running a piece with the 
title “The Barbarians,” by which is 
meant the Austrians themselves, or 
rather, their German allies. Plays of a 
Parisian origin are riot necessarily 
banned. The Volksoper gives free ad- 
mission to soldiers wearing either the 
silver medal of gallantry or the iron 
cross. All places of entertainment seem 
to be doing a good business. 

The 5 o'clock teas at the Grand hotel, 
which has not changed its name, are stil! 
the rendezvous of the fashionable world, 
and there you see sumptuous costumes 
and:cheerful faces. I heard in conversa- 
tion a contrast drawn between Berlin 


the ineradicable folly and inhumanity of human nature. 
After all the talk, all the effort to establish internatignal 
law, the aspirationg of peace societies and the contri- 
vances for Hague tribunals and conventions, when the 
test comes—when mankind is really stirred—we are right 
back at barbarism once more. We settle our quarrels with blood and call it 
grandiloquently “the final arbitrament of arms.” Progress, the human natur- 
ists seem to say, with secret relief that they will not be forced to change 
their old views, is a delusion of amiably minded but impracticable people— 
“idealists.” It is easy to shift one’s:moral burdens on to the broad back of 
human nature. 

The red bloods would have been vociferously grieved had human nature 
proved itself capable of settling its troubles without the flourishing of big 
sticks, the maintenance of expensive and spectacular armaments with which 
to threaten and intimidate. For the red bloods and the militarists generally 
don’t like a peaceful human nature. There seems to them something weak 
and womanish in the hopes of those who dream that human nature, nationally, 
might rise to the level of human rature in an ordinarily decent and peaceful 
citizen. They suspect all pacifists of a secret cowardice and refer te them 
as degenerates and lovers of grape juice—as if red blood were nourished on 
something stronger than the unfermented juice of the grape! (We, know 
the kind of courage that is made by fermented liquors.) Although some red 
bloods admit the possibility of a distant millennium when human nature will 
exist without murder and riot, and will not consider the ambitions of a few 
diplomats or of a small professional class of fighters or traders a sufficient 
justification for the slaughter of millions of perfectly uninterested and in- 
offensive human beings, they do not really believe in the possibility of keep- 
ing blood properly red and vital under any condition of permanent peace. 
“Human nature,” according to the red bloods, requires the frequent exercise 
of its worse passions in order to remain human nature at its best, its most 
virile. They fear the loss of courage in youth, the loss of the spirit of devo- 
}tion and self-sacrifice, which they exalt as patriotism when it is poured out 
in War. As if courage and self-sacrifice were solely induced in men by the 
will to kill In an organized fashion! Any child ean see the fallacy of such 
an assumption. The devotions of peace are infinitely harder to make than 
the spectacular Sacrifices of war. The truly heroic even in war are not those 
who spill their blood prodigally on the battlefields, but those women, children, 
and old men who give more than blood to maintain the red blood sacrifices. 

~~ 

The truth is that these red bloods who talk so glibly about the nature of 
human nature in general and the necessity of the primitive institution of war 
are no higher authorities on the difficult subject of human nature than the 
pacifists. They create for themselves a theory of the nature of human nature 
that suits the inclinations of their oWn human natures. If they feel muscular 
and bellicose, they say that all real men must feel the same way—or else be 
etigniatized as ‘degenerate. They refer straightway to history for proof. 
They depend a great deal upon history for their interpretation of human 
nature, and history seems to bear them out in their contention that men 
have always fought, have always killed each other, robbed and oppressed in 
the sacred names of God and fatherland. The kaiser is merely a modern 
version of any tribal chief who bowed to the totem pole of his god before he 
set forth to lick his neighbors. oe: 

But history, the red bloods seem to forget, is a brief affair, the story of 
but a few yesterdays. And even during the epochs of recorded history human 
nature has not remained precisely constant in its manifestations, We drop 
bombs and torpedo inoffensive merchant ships in the name of God and father- 
land; but we do not torture prisoners (except in the comparatively respectable 
way of starving and insulting them). We do not boil our captives in oil or 
set them to fight with wild heasts in the circus for the sport of the con- 
querors. We do not give over Pheir women to rape. It is no longer good form 
to enslave a conquered population except industrially, and that we do to our 
own people. Even our red bleods. must admit that certain modifications and 
nileviations have beeh introduced into the nature of human nature when 
it, fights, y , 

If we could see beyond thé cloudy confines of recorded history no doubt 
€éven more extensive differences in the nature of primitive human nature 
from that of her own would be discovered. Somewhere on the long road that 
human nature has had to travel it was felt that the human animal might 
stand upright and walk on his hind feet to his manifest advantage, might 
even dispense with the use of a tail. Think of all the protest among the 
red blooded apes, the sneers and contempt for their “degenerate” brethren 
who were visionary enough to believe in a tailless and upright ape! Imagine 
all the patter that went on among leafy tropical trees over the growing dis- 
satisfaction with tails aand arboreal gymnastics. And what reassurance and 
wise shaking of heads among the red blocds when some lively family of 
Rorneo apes broke out into the ancient principles of ape nature and took to 
the forests on all four feet to the very real discomfort of their two footed 
relatives. So it must have been, too, when it came to the use of artificial 
clothing, and at the still more recent date when the habit of monogamy began 
to prevail. How the good old red bloods must have raved at the degenerate 
idea of having but one female for each male in place of the good old human 
way of men hunting down their women and dragging them home like beasts. 
(Some of the red bloods, indeed, have never been wholly reconciled to this 
jast innovation in human nature and relapse more or less today into the 
primitive habit—sub rosa, of course!) Thus it has gone slowly, O very, very 
slowly, with painful lapses and errors, since the first emergence of human 
protoplasm from the primordial slime. Why should it not go on? 

~~ 

Who, in fact, are these assured red bloods who talk as if they had the 
last word of revelation on this deepest, most mysterious secret of all that 
God has reserved for himself—the true, the ultimate nature of human nature? 
My guess is as good as theirs; my reading of history as accurate—and a good 
deal broader in its view, I refuse to be upset in my notions of the essential 
possibility of human nature because a German kaiser and a few millions more 
of ‘his kind still believe in the primitive way of doing things and prefer fight- 
ing to the more difficult methods of reason and peace. There is still time for 
the human race to learn, for human nature to change its character without 
committing suicide. Meanwhile it comes especially hard on those innocent 
millicns who are not believers in the red blood creed, but are forced to the 
sacrifice by the pitiful coil of destiny that has brought them into being ahead 
of their day. 

And the red bloods and the militarists, the timid old ladies and the un- 
thinking multitudes alike, who live on catchwords caught from others, are 
all doing their best to keep back the next great experiment in human nature | 
by their careless use of the term as a sufficient excuse for any kind of tn- 
human folly, for the justification and perpetuation of all that is basest, most 
anachronistic and futile in human nature.’ They are trying to perpteuate the 
tradition of a static and barbarous human nature, which humanity has strug- 
gled blindly to escape from since the beginning of Ame—from the skin of the 
beast, the mark of Cain. No doubt it will take a good long time yet, thanks 
to these red blocd reactionaries, before mankind will make the one small step 
necessary towards the regulation and extermination of our barbaric inher- 
itances from apedom. Yet because it may take centuries instead of a few 
gecades to accomplish this change in the nature of human nature, that should 
depress nobody, should make no one ashamed before the swelling chest and 
the confident sneers of our red blooded friends. (Nor admit ever that their 
blood is any ruddier or less degenerate than the fluid in our own veins!) 
Time is of the essence of the contract in all spiritual growths. Think of the 
ages that elapsed before men rose to the altitude of their hind legs. 

Above all let us believe in the beauty and mystery of the thing we call 
so lightly human nature. No man yet—priest, poet, philosopher, or red blood 
—has fully divin the nature of human nature, has plumbed all its black 
@epths, climbed all its shining heights—nor predicted with authority its col- 
lective future. TI am weary, for one, of having all the ape in me excused as 
“human nature.”

Some of the big generals 
have been here for week-ends, and many 
journaiista, like Spencer of the West- 
minster Gazette, go to France periodi- 
cally to catch impressions of events there. 

At the front they talk of a great ad- 
vance by Gen. Joffre at an early date and 
the successful driving back of the Ger- 
mans by furious shelling. They are con- 
| fident of the ability of the French and 
British troops. Even at home self-con- 
fidence rises weekly. Perhaps the sudden 
burst of brilliant sunshine after weeks of 
bad weather accounts for the outburst of 
high spirits which London has seen this 
week, 

It is a striking fact that after Ger- 
many’s most recent menaces het “ Hymn 
of Hate” has made everybody laugh. 
The threats of naval piracy have bucked 
everybody up in London. Both are re- 
garded as a sure sign that Germany has 
lost her temper and the loss of one’s tem- 
per is always the beginning of the end. 
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The tremendous outburst of indignation 
on the part of the American press has 
helped to raise the spirits of the English 
to a high level. 

The one setback of the week has been 
the further postponenient, apparently, 
of Roumania’s entrance into the war 
with half a million soidiers, which is due 
to the old difficulty of satisfying Bul- 
‘garia. 

Regarding the threats of German sub- 
marines I consulted a high official of the 
admiraity who told me that Germany has 
done her worst with her submarines and 
that their power to do mischief has been 
grossly exaggerated. Any vessel that is 
big and fast can defy them. 

Another cause of the present cutburst 
of hopefulness is the success of tne finan- 
clal conference in Paris. There was some 
apprehension that poor John Rull might 
have to foot the bill for all the powers 
that came to his aid. Chanceiler of the 
Exchequer Lloyd-George, with the Rus- 
sian minister of the treasury and the 
French authorities, made a deal which 
equalizes the burdens of all the allies. 

It is not true tnat Lloyd-George went 
to the Latin quarter during his stay in 
Paris, as was stated in some of the pa- 
pers. The poor man did not end his 
work any day he was in the French capi- 
tal until 11 o’clock at night, and then he 
was only too glad to get to bed.

Occasionally a hurler has attained 


greatness in the major leagues without an 
unusual supply of gray matter beneath | 
1 his own skull, but in such cases it usually | 
‘will be found that his efforts were con- 
trolled and abetted by the brains behind 
the mask of his catcher. 


Control Is Essential. 

There has been more than one such 
instance where the world has lauded the 
prowess of a slabman whose success real- 
ly was due to the uncrowned hero who 


orders to the slab by finger signals. But 
there never has been a successful pitcher 
who did not possess control. All the 
braing in the world backed by al! the 
speed of a Walter Johnson and afded by 
the hooks of a Piank will not get by in 
the big leagues without the ability to put 
the ball just where the slabman wants to. 
The lad on the let who aapires to be- 
come a slab marvel imagines he is on the 
high read to fame when he first learns ‘to 
put the snap on a ball that will cause it to 
curve. As soon as he has acquired the 
knack of throwing a wide sweeping curve 
—such as is known as a “ roundhouse "’ in 
the baseball players’ vocabulary — the 
young man will consider himself ready to 
tackle a job in the National or American 
league. 
If in addition to this curve he can throw 
@ fast bail that will make a noise like a 
emall firecracker when it hits the catch- 
er’s mitt the would-be pitcher probably 
will consider himself ready to face Ty 
Cobb and able to strike out the Georgia 
marvel every time he comes to bat. 


Must Get Ball “Over.” 

It would pain this youngster to be told 
that instead of fanning the air inglorious- 
ly Ty Cobb probably would ambie smil- 
ingly to first base on balls every time the 
Tiger swateman faced him. That would 
happen as sure ag sunset unless the 


pitcher could deliver at least three out of | 


six pitched balls over some portion of the 
home plate. | 

If he could do that, Cobb probably 
would make a single, double, triple, or 
quadruple every time up unless the afore- 
saij aspirant to slab laurels was able te 
put the ball over the corners of the plate 
and make it hard to hit safely. For all 
the speed imaginable or curves three feet 
wide would not baffie a good bateman if 
they were always fh the groove when they 
came over the plate. 


How “Hutch” Got Control. 
Pitehing aspirants cannot begin learn- 
ing to control the ball too early in life, 
nor maintain that control without con- 
stant practice.

This second movement is simaly four 
slides toward the extended hands, as in 
figure 2.

Castoff silk garments, silk stocking 
tops, etc., can all be utilized by anybody 
making silk rag carpets or curtains. 

Nothing so good for a sprain as bathing 
with hot water, to which turpentine has 
been added, an ounce to a quart. 

Apple jelly can be made at any time 
through the winter, and is particularly 
good in the children’s achoo!] sandwiches. 

To relieve the soreness of a painful soft 
corn, try binding it up each night with 
baking soda moistened with a little water. 

Wood ashes are an excellent thing to 
cleam kitchen utensils, Dampen a cloth, 
dip it in the ashes, and scour the pans 
and kettles. . 

In the dining room good, strong furni- 
ture is cheapest in the end, since the 
chairs and the table must always expect 
to put up with a certain amount of wear 
and tear. 

When baking the scissors are useful; a 
snip and the biscuit dough is quickly ap- 
portioned; a- quick cut and the drop cooky 
falls into place on the baking tin. 

Make the little mid-morning bite—the 
sandwich or other lunch—for a child be- 
fore leaving the breakfast table, then roll 
it in waxed paper and much time is saved. 

The celery and cheese sandwiches are 
delicious. A little mayonnaise is mixed tn 
with the cheese, which is finely grated, 
the celery being put through the mincing 
machine. 

To clean brass that has been exposed 
to the weather, make a paste of salt and 
common vinegar; rub the brass with the 
mixture and leave for ten minutes. Then 
clean in the usual way. 

Sew snap fasteners on each pair of 
stockings at the top and have the wear- 
ers snap them together when taking them 
off. They can be laundered this way and 
save all the bother of trying to match 
stockings. 

Old table linen is almost priceless in 
fliness.

HE new potato is still expensive, but 
it is so weet and refreshing in its 
qualities as to justify its use. There 
are only a few ways of preparing 
it in vogue, and there is no doubt 
but that its immersion in white sauce is 
highly justifiable, no matter what our 
prejudices in general may be against that 
too universal mixture. If the white sauce 
has an excuse for being, it is because new 
potatoes in it may be so delicious. 
When to the scant food value of the 
potato is added that of the milk and but- 


ter and flour we have a sum that repre- 


sents’ considerable prospective nourish- 
ment, and if a yolk of egg is added to 


each cup of white sauce the sum is con- 


siderably augmented, as well asthe flavor

of the whole dish enhanced. 

The truly new potato of this seaon is 
the pink “ Early Rose,” a charming vege- 
table. The new potato of a month or two 
back, while stilb counted new, is more like 
the potato of early fall, even in size, and 
is far from being as sweet as the “ Early 
Rose." 

The old potato may still be acceptable 
when mashed, but the older of the newer 
potatoes may take its place if steamed 
instead of boiled. Yet old potatoes of fine 
quality are not to be despised'in mixtures 
well sedsoned. One way to season isto 
boil them in meat stock. Potatoes so pre- 
pdred are usually blanched from ten to 
fifteen minutes in water and the cooking 
finished in the stock. They are called 
bouillon potatoes. 

An old potato which, will stand the gro- 
cer’s test ought to be reliable as food. 
This test is as follows: 

‘* Choose a sound potato at random from 
the lot, paying no attention to its out- 
ward appearance; cut it in two pieces and 
examine its exposed surface. If it shows 


so much water or juice that a compara- 


' tively slight pressure causes !t to fall off 


in drops, you may be sure it will be soggy 
after it is boiled. There must be a con- 
siderable amount of water, but not an 
excess. Then note the color. It should 
be yellowish white. If a deeper yellow, 
the potato is not likely tocook well. Next 
rub the pieces together. A white froth, 
caused by the starch content, will appear 
around the edges and upon the two sur- 
faces. The more starch, and consequent- 
ly the more froth, the better the potato; 
the less there is, the poorer it will cook. 
The strength of the starchy element can 
further be tested by loosing the hold 
upon one piece. If it still clings to the 
other it is a good sign.” 

These are the experiments usually made 
by experts, and they are generally will- 
ing to buy potatoes which successfully 
stand the tests. although they are by no 
means infallible. An exception to the 
color test is necessary in the case of some 
imported potatoes, which may be yellow, 
yet of high quality. 


Creamed New Potatoes. 


Steam: new potatoes in their jackets. 


Only when they are of the newest can the 
skin be rubbed off and the gain in mineral 
matter by having it on is as ten to one. 
When done strip off thin skin without 
breaking flesh of potatoes and drop into 
white sauce made as follows: Melt a 
tablespoon of butter in double boiler and 
stir into it one scant tablespoon of flour. 
Stir until well blended and somewhat 
cooked, then add one cup of cold milk 


4and stir constantly after the first minute 


or two until it is thickened. A generous 
allowance is one cup of sauce to each six 
potatoes. The sauce may be made direct- 
ly over the fire, and in the butter some 
slices of new onion may be simmered but 
not fried. But this onion may be added 
with the milk. Other flavors are also 
used, to taste, with the seasoning. One 
egg yolk slightly beaten and added to 
Chopped parsley 
of the dainty sort, generously added to 
the gptatoes when they are served, adds 


‘to the flavor and especially enhances the 


appearance of what may be a main 
luncheon dish. 


Potato Maffin. 


Potato muffins are excellent with any 
meat gravy or even with a white sauce. 
Pare and steam old potatoes. They will 
be done in twenty-five minutes if a cloth 
is put over them when they are put over 
the boiling water. Mash and season with 
butter, cream, and salt and pepper to 
taste. Butter small sized muffin rings, 
fill them with the potato, and bake for 
twenty minutes. These may be varied to 
suit the taste. If to each two or three 
muffins is added one beaten egg white the 
resulting muffin will suggest angel cake 
and is particularly good with a white 
sauce. If the egg yolk is used instead the 
muffins will resemble the much more ex- 
pensive uns tened custards which are 


used for garnishing. Both kinds may be 
cooked in one muffin tin and used alter- 
nately as a garnish. Another way to 
vary any of these is to -put a tablespoon 


— 


of grated cheese in the muffin ring before 
adding the potato. 

Cut two slices of bacon, or even three, in 
tiny pieces and fry umtilcrisp, being care- 
ful not to have fire enough to burn it 
thereafter. Pour over this two medium 
boiled potatoes cut in dice and season to 
taste. Beat the whites and yolks of two 
eggs separately, the yolks but slightly, 
and mix them. Pour this over the bacon 
and potatoes, prick, and when cooked 
fold like amy omelet. Thisisa heartyand 
quite universally acceptable dish for one 
large eater or two daintier ones. 

If new potatoes are boiled it is much 
the best to put them @m a basket, since 
they can be handied so much more ex- 
peditiously and since when small a fork 
is almost sure to break them. An ex- 
cellent way to dry them off if they were 
cooked without their skins is to put them 
under the broiler, turning them on all 
sides. If they are not to be served with 
gravy, butter them at once after they are 
taken away from the fire. Old potatoes 
may be treated im the same way.

your sewing by machine. 

Why does the machine fail to give satie- 
faction? Here are a few reasons: First 
gnd foremost because the average work- 
er foes not take pains to learn how to 
run it. The mechanism of a modern 
sewing machine is delicate. It has ad- 
justments to do all kinde of work—ruf- 
fing, tucking, hemming, gathering, shir- 
ring, quilting, even stocking darning. 


How many of these adjustments have . 


you ever used? Can you do more with 
your machine then run a seam and not 
elways run that straight? 

Perhaps you have no machine and are 


debating whether one is a good invest-_ 


ment. Yes, if you get a good make, care 
for it properly, and make a study of its 
use. 

Buy a machine of recognized make. As 


‘a good machine with care will last a life- 


time for the average home sewer, buying 
a cheap, untested make is poor economy, 
There are various types of machinee— 
the double thread, the single thread, the 
automatic, the machine worked by a 
treadie and by hand power, 

As each make has its devotees, before 
buying it is well to make a careful study 
of various types. Know the uses for 
which you intend it and go into the sub- 
ject as intelligently ae if about to buy an 
automobile. 

The cost of a machine varies, but for 
about $50 one can get one of the new types 
with all attachments and the drop table 
top. A hand power machine ig less ex- 
pensive and there are small hand ma- 
chines, originally intended as toys for 
children, which are useful for light work 
and running up seams. ' 

For the average household the treadle 
machine is the wiser choice. It can have

Be sure that the strap or belt connect- 
ing the two wheels is properly adjusted, 
If too tight the machine runs heavily; if 


not tight enough the wheels will not re- 
spond readily or evenly. They should 


always run in unison. When the strap 
is only slightly loose it may be tightened 


by running the wheel in the opposite direc- 


tion. It is also easily tightened by re- 


moving the strap, cutting off a small 


 €@nd, then joining carefully with the prong 


@s before. 

Another source of machine trouble is 
the use of poor oll, cheap needles and 
thread; also of not using the right thread 
and needle for the material being sewed. 


A cheap oil will gum and corrode the parts 


of the machine, making the movements 
stiffer and stiffer with its continued use. 
The sediment clogs the oil holes and 
eventually wears out the delicate mech- 
anism of the machinery. 

Where a machine has become clogred 


by bad oil it may be helped by a bath of 
kerosene or gasoline. Run machine rap- 
idly—without the needle—wiping away all 
dirt and sediment as it appears. After 
this bath oil carefully with an oil such 
as you would use on a typewriter. In 
extreme cases of clogging it is necessary 
to take the machine apart and soak the 


parts in kerosene. 


When a machine is in constant use it 
should be dusted every day, olled spar- 
ingly every other day, and thoroughly 
cleaned once a week. Always wipe off 
any superfiuous oil or your delicate fab- 


rics may be ruined. When the machine 


is only used periodically clean and oil 
well before each time of using. When 
there is squeaking or stiffness it is a sig- 


nal for overhauling. 


A linen or silk rag is better for clean- 
ing, as there is no lint to clog. After 


oiling test the stitching on a white rem- 


nant to see if any oil is oozing. One 
woman I know has a small bag attached 
to the back of her machine to catch the 
work as it is sewed and prevent it from 
getting solled on the lower wheel or drag- 


ging on the floor. .

|and other food suitable for canine diges- 
thems. Every day they sce personally to 
the feeding of their eighteen pets. 

They have also opened their house in 
London for the benefit of convalescent 
soldiers and are taking an active interest 
in the care of their warrior guests. 

These three attractive young women 


| are the daughters.of the late Haroid 
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Peck and aisters of Mrs, William Far- 
quhar, formerly of Chicago, now of New 
York. 

Mrs. Bryan Lathrop is noted for her 
quiet, unremitting philanthropy. Her 
attention having been lately drawn to the 
valiant efforts of the women who are 
running the two Red Cross sewing shops, 
which give daily employment to an aver- 
age of 100 destitute women, Mrs. Lathrop 
opened her house at 120 Bellevue place 
last Wednesday afternoon and gathered 
together about seventy-five of her 
friends to enlist their aid in the support 
of these important enterprises. 

Of threefold value is the work. It gives 
employment to women in distress—many 
of them hungry and insufficiently clad. 
It teaches some of them to sew and it 
provides garments for local charities and 
for the Red Cross work in Europe. 

One shop was founded in October at 
the Hii Bates settlement in West Elm 
street and has been largely supported by 
Mrs. H. H. Porter and Mrs. George 
Isham, while Mrs. Russell Tyson has de- 
voted much time to. organizing the shop 
and keeping it running. Each day are 
turned away from ten to twenty women 
seeking work there, as only the most in 
want are taken on. 

The other shop was started by the 
emergency employment bureau organ- 
ized by the Chicago Woman's club. To 
this enterprise Mrs. Benjamin Carpenter 
has devoted her whole winter, foregoing 
all social life to devote herself entirely 
to this work. Each week day she has 
left home at 9 in the morning and re- 
turned at 6 p. m. 

To give daily employment to 100 women 
at a dollar a day means that a good deal 
of money has to be raised every week to 
pay for the materiels used as well as for 
the wages of the workers. The effort at 
the meeting on Wednesday was to get 
promises of regular aid for a definite time.

| Maeterlinck’s “Interior” in NewY ork 


By Burns Mantle. 


New York.--[Special Correspondence. ] 
~The third play in the list of four of- 
fered at the Bandbox theater is Maeter- 
linck’s one act observation of life and its 
mysteries called ‘“‘ Interior.” The players 
are the Washington Square amateurs who 
have taken the playhouse and inaugurat- 
ed an experimental season of unusual 
dramas not likely to appeal to the com- 
mercial managers of the theater. 

“ Interior "’ may be deeply symbolical, 
but so far no one has ventured a convinc- 
ing explanation of its inner meaning. To 
the lay eye it is rather an impressive pic- 
ture play to which the dialogue adds lit- 
tle more than the printed explanations 
used with the movies. 

The scene is outside the house of a 
peaceful and contented family. The 
mother holds a sleeping babe upon her 

- breast, the father day dreams fitfully in 
a hearby rocker and two pretty and placid 
daughters solemnly stick to their knit- 
ting. This ecene is viewed through two 
wide windows and is in pantomime. 

- Outside the bearers of ill tidings gather. 
A thiré daughter of the house has thrown 

* Jnefmelf into the lake and her body has but 

* Moar been recovered. Other neighbors are 

bearing it up the hill, moaning and mut- 

tering as they approach. 

Before the sight of the tranquil and 
happy family the advance guard hesi- 
tates. The scene saps their courage. 
First one and then another refuses to en- 
ter the house and plunge the devoted rel- 
atives into grief. They philosophize on 
the mystery and cruelty of life. 


But those bearing the body are coming 


nearer and nearer. Soonthe family must 
know the truth. And so the appointed 
spokesman enters the house, and as gent- 
ly as possible delivers his message. The 
curtain falls on the resulting consterna- 
tion as the grief stricken family flee the 
house to meet the body of their beloved.

, Now, variety is the spice as contrast is 
the seasoning of a@ bill of one act plays, 
and the most telling application of these 
aids to entertainment that I recall is 
utilized by these Washington Square 
folk.

ADJUSTING A CARBURETOR. 
ERE is a bit of advice thet should 
be saved. Itdegls with carburetor 
adjustments and may be valuable 
to all motor car ownere with the 
advent of spring and warmer 
weather. Specifically the article deals 
with the adjustment of a Rayfield model 
“G.” Tue TRIBUNE received a request to 
print from F.. E. Snyder of Lafayette, IIL: 
With throttle practically cicsed and motor 
Tunning slow, turn low speed adjustment to 
the left until moter slows down. Then turn 
to the right a notch at a time until motor idles 
smoothly. 
Now advance the spark one-quarter or one- 
half. Open throttle quickly. Should motor 
backfire, it indicates a lean mixture. Oor- 
rect this by turning the high speed screw to 
the right ehe notch at a time until throttle 
can be opened quickly without backfiring. 
If “ loading "’ or ** galloping *’ is experienced 
at fifteen or twenty miles per hour or under 
heavy load with wide open throttle, the mix- 
ture is too rich. This can be overcome by 
turning the high speed adjustment to the left. 


Adjustments made for high. speeé will in no 


way affect low speed. Low speed adjusiments 
must not be used to get a correct mixture 
at high speed. 

I is presumed that the motor in question 
is in perfect condition In every reapect and 
that you are using a hot alr attachment. The 
use of heated air and in many cases also a 
hot air jacket is essential with present day 
fuel. 

The dutomobile motor must be warm to 
Operate correctly, a temperature of at least 
150 degrees being necessary. Kt is a heat 
motor pure a*d simple, ite principle betng the 
expansion of evaporated gasoline. The opera- 
tor should e\lercise a Mttle putience with his 
car on a colé morning, for !f its cooling sys- 
tem is as ei"clent as must be to keep the 
motor cool on a July day, most certa‘nly it 
will take a little while to raise its tempera- 
ture to a good working point. 

Of the motor ils which appear suddenly end 
without warning, not one time in a hurdred 
can they be remedied by vhanging the car- 
_buretor adjustment, but for some reason, prob- 
“ably because the carburetor has ‘‘a thing to 
turn,” it receives first and ful! attention.

“ Take the matter of lubrice‘!om This 
is one of the most important ‘actors that 
enter into the running of a car. Therear 
axle and the transmission should be well 
greased, and it would be wise to take off 
the wheels and see that they are properly 
lubricated. The wheel bearings might 


. @ven be washed out with gasoline—which 


would remove all the grit and dirt—and 
then be relubricated with clean grease. 

“While Hyatt roller bearings require 
less attention from owners of cars than 
other bearings, due to the lubricating of 
the spiral rollers, it is well that they 
looked at once ita while. A little atten- 
tion now and then would enable them al- 
ways to give a maximum of service—the 
standard which every owner hopes from 
his car. 

“The ignition wiring also should be 


‘gone over to make sure that it is properly 


insulated and that there is no danger of 
any breaks. It also will be well to clean 
out the gasoline line and the carbureter.”’

During a recent inspection of the In- 
dianapolis motor speedway the writer dis- 
covered a novel way to start a motor 
which has stood for hours in the cold. 
The motor was that of a Marmon, aged 
six years. It was the property of F. E. 
Moskovics, sales manager of the Marmon 
company. Several attempts by the owner 
to start the car by hand failed. Near 
him stood a car of a later model. The 
weter in the radiator of the latter was 
‘warm. Moskovics saturated a handker- 
chief in the warm water and placed it 
over the intake manifold of the dormant 
motor. One turn of the crank started the 
engine. The answer involves a long dis- 
sertation on thermal efficiency. If your 
motor fails to start try this experiment.

Traffic Rules. 


ETROIT’S revised traffic ordinance 
contains the foilowing interesting 
specifications: 

* All vehicles, whether motor 
driven or ‘horse drawn, must cagry 
tall lights. 

“Vehicles carrying loads or material 
which projects out and beyond the dimen- 
sions of such vehicles must have the light 
attached or fixed at the extreme end of 

the part projecting out of the vehicle. 
. “ All motor cars must be provided with 
two lamps on the front and two in the 
rear, one a red light and the other a white 
one, which is to project its rays on (he 
-humber ntate All other vehicles must 
catry a red light in the rear, visible ata 
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distance of at least 200 feet. Motorcycles 
and bicycles must carry a white light in 
the front which must be visible 100 feet 
or more. 

“ Headlights must be dimmed. The 
commissioner of police may be the judge 
as to proper and improper dimming. 

“When crossing a main thoroughfare 
or streets upon which there is a street 
ear track, or making a turn thereon, 
the driver must slow down to half the 
legal speed limit. 

“No vehicle ‘may be parked within 
fifteen feet of a fire hydrant or within 
seventy-five feet of a street car stopping 
place. 

“On streets or boulevards divided by 
parkways traffic must keep to the righ’*.”

“I am contemplating a trip next sum- 
mer on the Lincoln highway to Denver, 
but am told that the ‘condition of the 
roads through Iowa and Nebraska is ex- 
tremely bad. I would also appreciate 
some information about the condition of 
the roadg on the Lincoln highway east of 
Chicago. Also, can you give me a good 
motor route from Peoria to Rochester, 
Minn.? M. T. E., Peoria, Ill.” 

Possibly at this time of the year you 
would find some bad traveling in lowa 
and Nebraska, but this will apply in any 
part of the country: In dry weather the 
Iowa roads are ideal for motoring, as 
they are constantly graded and dragged 
and are kept up all the time. During de- 
cent weather you need have little fear 
about either the Iowa or Nebraska roads. 
Iowa spends more time on its roads than 
almost any other estate. The road surface 
of the Lincoln highway east of Chicago, 
generally speaking, Is good! There are 
some spots that will be found bad. From 
Chicago through Indinna and Ohio the 
roads are mostly of macadam. There will 
be some bad spots just before reaching 
Pittsburgh, but across Pennsylvania the 
highway is a boulevard. By the time the 
touring season is reached much addi- 
tional work will have been performed, so 
that all together the Lincoln highway will 
be in good condition. THe TRIBUNE sug- 
gests the following route from Peoria to 
Rochester, Minn.: Peoria, IH.: Gales- 
burg, 54; Davenport, Ia., 103; Iowa City, 
160; Cedar Rapids, 186; Waterloo, 252, 
Charles City, 303; Owatonna, Minn., 393; 
Rochester, 435.

THE GARDENER AT WORK. 

Sunny days in March fnvite the man 
with the spade. As no confidence can 
be had in the promises of this stormy 
month, March should be spent in planning 
what to do later; In cleaning up the 
grounds, making a hot bed, and getting 
orders to the seedsman. March winds 
dry out the ground, the fair days thaw 
the frost, and the chill blusters keep back 
the buds until the equinox, when the sup 
is far enough north for growing season. 

Every one who has a patch of ground 
should plan for a flower garden and some 
vegetables, Planting shrubbery increases 
the value of real estate, and some shrubs 
should be set out this spring. Window 
and porch boxes give pleasure all sum 
mer, cost little, and reward with posies 
for cutting and some vegetables. Seed 
catalogs may be had free at the seeds- 
men’s shops. It pays to plan on paper. 
then to buy early before the stock is 
picked over. Seeds, perennials, gladiol 
bulbs, dahlia, and peony roots should be 
ordered now. Try to introduce a novelty 
or two of the new varieties of plants ad- 
vertised. 

Next week, if the weather has been 
growing milder, it may be. safe to un- 
cover the hardy plants and bulb beds. If 
he frost is still in the ground and ice 
or an old snow bank on the northeast 
side of hillocks or fences, wait a while, 
and only rake the dry leaves and take 
covers from the south and sunny slopes. 
If bulbs have pushed through the leaves, 
let them alone until after March 15. Roses 
should keep their sheltering covers until 
after April 1. 

Lawns are turning green, showing 
@andelions which can be pulled up at 
once. As soon as the lawn has been raked 
scatter a good seed mixture where the 
grass seems thin and the spots are bare. 
if the winter covering is taken from 
the Iris and peonies give them a light 
blanket of old, well rotted manure. Ex- 
amine the shrubs for scale and signs of 
those frozen in the winter. Consult a 
pruning book and trim at once, for when 
shrubs begin to leaf it is too late. 

Scientific gardeners say that it is a good 
thing to rotate annuals and wise not to 
repeat the same flowers of last year. For 
example the asters or zinnias or marigolds 
girould change places, and lobelia take 
the place of the alyssum in the borders 
This would require planning on paper, 
and a new arrangement, or a fresh color 
scheme, give added interest in the flower- 
ing months. However, if the garden is 
well fertilized, a rotation of crops is not so 
important, and the old friends can be ex- 
pected to blossom in the familiar places. 
It is necessary to dig deeply, use fer- 
tilizer, and to work the ground well, let- 
ting In the sunshine and air. It is work
